To Protect and Preserve Life, Property and the Environment Fall 2002
u Shreveport approves tax proposition to increase firefighter

and police officer salaries

On Tuesday, November 5, like most of the country, Shreveport citizens went to the polls to cast
their ballots for U.S. Senators, Congressmen, state amendments, and the usual array of political
propositions but none was more important in the history of the Shreveport Fire and Police
Departments than the one entitled “CITY OF SHREVEPORT PROPOSITION SALES TAX FOR
POLICE AND FIRE SALARIES, EQUIPMENT AND BENEFITS.”

The night of the voting, firefighters, police officers and their families and friends gathered around
a 10 inch television monitor at Shreveport’s Convention Hall to watch history. From the posting
of the first returns, showing a plus 70 percent approval around 8:05 p.m., the measure that would
lift Shreveport public safety workers to the Southern Regional Average, never showed any signs
of failing. When all was said and done, the citizens of Shreveport has approved the measure
overwhelmingly by an unbelievable 77 percent for and only 23 percent against.

Never in the history of tax propositions could anyone remember a measure passing with such
numbers and bipartisan support. The demographics of the favorable responses are across the board
and bridge every group of voters. Firefighters and police officers, See Voters , pg. 3

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Chief’s Column

Congratulations everyone. We did it! On November 5, 2002, the
citizens of Shreveport overwhelmingly passed our 1/4 cent sales tax
proposition for our firefighters and police officers. We have made
HISTORY! Never before has our community attempted such an
initiative with such great support and success. Passing the sales tax
has confirmed several things I have known for a long time: there is
nothing we can’t accomplish when we work together; hard work
really does pay off; we have the
most satisfied customers in the
world, and with God nothing shall
be impossible.

Mayor Keith Hightower played
a most significant role in
supporting our sales tax
proposition during his re-election
year. We owe a lot to our Mayor.
Be sure and let him know how
much we appreciate his
commitment and support the next
time you see him. Both fire and
police personnel worked very hard
for the passage of the tax. The
executive board of Local 514
played a huge role in our campaign
and shared all associated expenses with the police officers union. A
special thanks to Brian Crawford, Margene McCoy and Ivory
Wiggins for being the core committee in our initiative. These men
worked extremely hard throughout the entire campaign.

As prescribed by the legislation, 90% of the revenue is dedicated
to salaries, personnel and benefits and 10% is dedicated for
equipment. Beginning January 2003, our members will receive the
2% longevity pay increase, plus an 18.5% pay increase provided by
the sales tax. On the equipment side, we are replacing all mobile data
terminals for more technologically advanced models that will
provide emergency response personnel with more practical data and
more functions for company officers. Administrative chiefs are
currently assessing equipment needs to establish priorities on
additional equipment purchases.

The impact you had on the citizens by standing in the rain with
our signs and punch cards made a big difference. A great many of
our citizens have communicated to me that it was the thing that help
them make up their mind. Some had their minds made up against us.
Seeing our efforts in the intersections changed their mind. The
“THANK YOU!” campaign was the icing on the cake. So many
people have mentioned how much it touched them to see us out again
after the election, just to say thanks. So now I want to say THANK
YOU for your cooperation and hard work.

Now it is time for us to go to a whole new level of service and
professionalism. Our strategic plan is changing dramatically. We
have reached goals in three and a half years that we thought would
take us five to ten years to achieve. Itis a great time to be a member
of the Shreveport Fire Department, but we are not about to let up
now. There are still significant challenges and opportunities that are
ours for the taking. With a supportive Mayor, strong administrative

and operations’ leadership, and teamwork with Local 514's executive
board, we are going to do great things to secure the future of the
Shreveport Fire Department.

I will be presenting a live broadcast soon to share the details of
our goals for 2003, but here is a snap-shot of administrative issues:
Completion of the paramedic class of 2002 and starting a class of
fifteen to twenty new paramedics; Purchase and implement
electronic reporting system; Continue implementation of information
technology strategic plan; Begin the process for CAI Accreditation
for the entire department; Develop a lease/purchase fire truck
replacement program; enhance local emergency preparedness for
weapons of mass destruction, and develop secure solutions to the
FRS pension deficit.

Contracts will be awarded for the relocation of Central Fire
Station and Station Thirteen in early December (see story, pg. 4).
The ground breaking ceremonies will be scheduled by the time this
publication is printed. These projects have taken a long time to
develop. A special thanks to Rex Shamburger for his leadership as
our project manager.

The following is an overview of current operational issues in
progress. The bid for our four new pumpers has been awarded to
Ferrara Fire Apparatus. Our committee of fire line personnel will
be traveling soon to Holden, La. for the pre-conference. We expect
delivery by July of 2003. Training is ongoing for the transition of
our breathing apparatus from MSA to Scott. Full delivery and
transition is expected by the end of January. Because the bid that
allowed the purchase of Rescue Nine expired, we are required to go
through the entire bid process for Rescue One. It will be
approximately nine months before delivery of the new Rescue One.
We will begin renovations on the old station four on Snow Street for
the Fire Investigation Section of our Fire Prevention Bureau. The
project will be complete by April 2003.

Our P.ILA.L. fire rating evaluation is complete. We are very
confident that we will exceed the points we achieved in 1998 and
will sustain our rating of class one. Our success is attributed to a
great partnership with the DOS Water Department and efficient
planning by our administrative chiefs. Chief Brian Hollins did an
excellent job as project manager. We expect to receive official
confirmation in December or early January.

To whom much is given, much is required. In order to raise the
bar of professionalism and service we must continue to improve
upon the things that impact the success of our mission and enhance
firefighter safety and survival. Our standard for daily training must
be taken seriously. Maintaining and strengthening our knowledge,
skills and abilities is vitally important to ensuring satisfied customers
and reducing the potential of our firefighters to be seriously injured
or killed in the line of duty.

Remember, there is a direct correlation between how we treat
each other and how we serve the public. To give the citizens our
best, we must give each other our best everyday. Say yes as often as
you can. Always do more than they expect you to do. Always be
nicer than the expect you to be. We have accomplished a lot
together. We have a lot to celebrate. THE BEST IS YET TO
COME! N

working closely with the administration of Shreveport Mayor Keith
Hightower and area state representatives were able to get the legislation
introduced this summer in Baton Rouge that placed the proposition on the
November ballot. The tax would be in the form of a quarter cent sales tax
and the revenue would be strictly dedicated to firefighter and police salaries
and benefits, with 10 percent going to new equipment.

When asked about the large margin of victory, Fire Chief Kelvin Cochran
responded that he believed that the vote was a referendum on the past
performance and future expectations of the department. “The brave men and
women of the Shreveport Fire Department have performed at an
exceptionally high level over the years and the citizens have come to expect,
and rightfully so, highly skilled, highly trained, and competent individuals
when they call 911. This passage of this initiative insures that we will meet
and exceed that expectation well into the future,” said Cochran.

An aggressive public relations and ad campaign did not get into high gear,
by design, until two weeks before the election. Members from both fire and
police departments
put together a unified
committee to tackle
the large task of
getting the message
out to the voters.
Soon, billboards
adorning pictures of
firefighters and
police officers could
be seen lining
Shreveport streets.
Full and half page
color ads were placed
in the local paper the
week before and a
radio ad from Mayor
Hightower played
continuously over
every station in the

area in the days

before the voters
Firefighters manned intersections day of went to the polls.
election The final push had

firefighters doing

what they do best -
interacting with the public. Standing on the corners of every major
intersection at busy times the day before and the day of the elections,
firefighters were able to connect with the public by holding printed signs
asking for their support and passing out literature with a sample ballot
imprinted on its cover.

After the election, firefighters and police officers expressed their gratitude
and thanks with a full page color ad in the following Sunday edition of The
Times. They also took to the streets one more time. Only this time they had
signs that said, “THANK YOU SHREVEPORT.” N

When some friends suggested a quilt, it
seemed a good way to never let that day be forgotten.

And so it began at my home every Thursday night. It
started with several quilters but life's strains and demands took
most away except for one, Aly Crawford. It meant as much to
her as it did me, for she had just moved here from New York
City. She stayed committed and helped me stay committed to
seeing the project through.

Through history, it seems each generation has its own
unique sacrifices. I don't want future generations of firefighters
to forget what their brothers in New York City sacrificed that
day in September. The quilt is meant to be that physical
reminder of those lives lost.

The quilt contains the emblems of both the Shreveport Fire
Department and the New York City Fire Department. I need to
thank Captain John Vailes for the SFD patch and Aly's boss,
Shane Dugger, for the FDNY patch.

And special thanks to my own personal hero, my husband,

who said we'd never finish. I amazed you again. N

Ten Vehicle Accident Closes 1-220
Bridge and Sends Three to Hospital

year-old Grandmother for Heroism

September 9 - The Shreveport firefighters
that responded to the Glen Retirement Village
on September 1, 2002, are still talking about
the incredible actions of 81-year-old Carolyn
Kelly.

“No one can ask more of a civilian than that”
said Fire Chief Kelvin Cochran. Chief Cochran
will also recognize Captains Marty Moss and
Todd Cash and firefighters John King, Marco
Tucker, Donald Ferguson, Jason Curtis for
their actions during the rescue and treatment of
Ms. Hutchinson.

Firefighters Battle 3-Alarm

Apartment Fire
September 29 - Shreveport firefighters

battled a three-alarm apartment fire this
morning that left one building destroyed and
residents glad to have escaped with no
serious injuries. The first call reporting a
single apartment fire at the Briarwood
Apartments, 4025 Golf Links, came into the
Caddo Parish 911 center at 4:23 a.m.
Minutes later, when the first fire company
arrived, several upstairs apartments were
totally engulfed in flames and some upstairs
occupants were trapped on an outside
balcony. Fire Captain J.D. Warren and his
crew, firefighters Ed Carey and Corey Bell
from Engine 14, immediately called for a
second-alarm and laddered the outside of the
building to rescue three residents - two adults
and one child. As additional firefighters
arrived, they along with Shreveport Police
officers began running apartment to
apartment of building 11 to evacuate
remaining occupants. As more than 50
firefighters from 20 pieces of various
equipment fought the fire and kept it from
leaping over to nearby buildings, it finally
began showed signs of going out around 5:45
a.m. Firefighters had made a remarkable stop
on the fire and saved the remainder of the
building as well as other close by apartments.
The fire was not officially listed as under

control until 7:00 a.m.

Local Teacher Credited With

Saving 4™ Grader

October 2 - Over the years, Joy LePoint
wasn’t sure that she would ever use any of
the life safety information that she received
from time-to-time from her firefighter
husband Tommy. Today, the 45-year-old
school teacher is being hailed as a hero by
the fire department and Caddo Parish school
officials after putting some of that
information to good use.

Last Friday, Joy, a fourth grade teacher at
Lakeshore Elementary school, noticed one of
her students choking. Moments later the
child stopped breathing. Joy then moved
around to the back of the youth, placed the
fist of one hand in the boy’s stomach, and
pushed in hard using the other hand,
performing a picture-perfect Heimlich
maneuver. Seconds later a piece of hard
candy was expelled from the child’s throat
and he began breathing again. “It is
reassuring to know that our children are in
the hands of not only professional educators
but individuals who can rise to the occasion
should an emergency present itself,” said
Fire Chief kelvin Cochran, adding, “Ms.
LePoint is to be commended for her actions.

Reliant-Arkla to Donate $60,000
in Communications Equipment to

Fire Department

October 6 - Reliant Energy (ARKLA) has
completed an upgrade to their Mobile Data
system and this is good news for the
Shreveport Fire Department. Before the
upgrade, Reliant utilized the same technology
and Mobile Data Terminals (MDT’s) that the
fire department currently uses. MDT’s are
vehicle mounted, computerized terminals with
a keyboard and monitor. Each MDT is valued
at $8,000 when new and although the units
being donated are used, still hold a combined
value of $60,000. Reliant hopes to provide an
additional 15 units to the fire department at a
date in the near future.

In the Streets

It was wet. It was cold. It was, at times,
dangerous. But more than anything else, it was a
feeling of conviction and determination. There
we were, Captain Gene Williams and his crew
from Engine and Medic 5-A shift standing in the
driving rain hold wilting signs with our “Vote for
Fire and Police” message. Several police officers
joined in and after about an hour, we had
successfully seen most Shreveporters who use
Youree Drive for their evening drive home.
More importantly, they had seen us. It was the
day before the most important event in the history
of our departments and we were trying to
personalize the message in those final hours.

One gentleman in a dark-blue pickup slowed
down and said, “You guys must really need a
raise to stand out in this . . . You’ve got my
support.” And so it went. The rain kept coming
and the drivers kept honking in support. Giving
us the thumbs up and grins as they drove by.
Some even tried to hand us money for MDA.
This time, we told them to hold their money but
cast their vote “Yes!”

The next day was Tuesday, November 5 -
Election Day. That day, the rain stopped, the
clouds lingered, and firefighters and police
officers were back out at intersections for the
morning drive, during lunch hour, and finally

during the evening rush home. I spent lunch at
the intersection of Linwood and 70™ Street with
Kenny Frazier and the crew from Engine 9-B.
Also, there from Fire Prevention was Inspector
Chris Robinson. Cedar Grove residents have
always been very accommodating to firefighters.
That day, they were as supportive as ever with
words and gestures of encouragement.

Later that evening, I traveled far south to
Bert Kouns and 1-220 and met Captains Larry
Brown and Michael Taylor and their crews from
Engine 19 and Truck 20. Fire Investigator Fred
Sanders was also there. Here, I can say without
question, the cars travel really fast and Fire
Driver Harold Johnson set the record for
distributing handout ballots.

When it was all said and done, the final vote
was as much about that personal contact at the
intersections as anything else. More thanthe TV
interviews, radio, newspaper and billboard ads,
it placed a face, a real person, who at some point
has been or will be called upon help them at one
of the most critical moments of their life. The
personal contact of our past performance, our
performance today and the expectations for our
performance tomorrow are what passed the
proposition on November 5. Standing in the
streets provided that personal reminder. N
